Francisco said th'e delegation had 
"come to receive on behalf of the 
disfranchised women of your state 
and your country, your reply as to 
what you and your party will do to 
enfranchise these wonrsn." 


Mrs. Donald Hooker, 
of Balti- 


more told the" senator that-the "Chi- 
canery, false promises and dilatory 
tactics of the' republicans have con- 
vinced women that they are really 
as opposed to our enfranchisement 
as the democrats." 


"Unless one of these parties acts 


promptly" she declared, "there is 
nothing leftjfor women to do .but to 
turn to a third party in the coming 
elections." 


Mrs. Alice Paul, chairman of the 


National Woman's party said it was 
the intention to make the suffrage 
question "the most conspicuous is- 
sue before the country." 


"The suffrage plank in the repub- 


lican platform 
means absolutely 


nothing if the republican party can- 
not carry it into effect in the Re- 
publican states of Connecticut and 
Vermont" she continued.

was deprived of light arid .gas and 
scores of dwellings were damaged. 


Many plate glass windows in Los 


Angeles were shattered by 
the 


shock, several buildings were other- 
wise injured and persons 
-were 


struck by bricks shaken from chim- 
neys. San Pedro, Long Beach, San-- 
ta Monica and Venice also reported 
damage. 


The death of Mrs. William SMppy, 


Los Angeles, at Venice, a beach re- 
sort, was attributed to the earth- 
quake.. She jumped from an automo- 
bile following the tremor and fell 
dead from heart disease. • 


The shock which caused the dam- 


ape was followed by two slighter 
tremors, a few minutes apart, and at 
10:-15 o'clock fourth tremor was felt. 
No damage resulted from these. 


The front walls of the Inglewood 


hotel, a theater, an undertaking es- 
tablishment, a real estate ' office, 
three grocery stores, two meat mar- 
kets, two garages and other down- 
town buildings collapsed. The stee- 
ple of the Episcopal church toppled 
into the street and the buildings oc- 
cupied by the Citizens Savings Bank 
and the First National Bank of In- 
gle wood were destroyed.

JOHN BASCOM 


p HE COMMTJNISM of our time," said John Bascom in 1878, 
1 
«is not all an error. It means something. It means that 


wealth and poverty most stand on more equal terms than hith- 
erto, that the resonrees of the nation are for the nation, and 
that no stable commnnity can be built on merely commercial 
law." 


It is an interesting spewrfation and perhaps not en alto- 


gether unprofitable one as we are honoring the memory of 
John Bascom today, to ask what would be tis standing in uni- 
versity circles, were he now living, and were he to express his 
progressive thought as fredy as he did 30 or 40 years ago. 


For no observing and candid man can have failed to notice 


that a deplorable wave of reaction and intolerance is sweeping 
through many American colleges and universities which would 
hardly make saf« some of the mild radicalism of John Bascom. 


He came to Wisconsin university as president in 1874. One 


trf the first changes he brought about was the removal of 
all traces of distinction in instruction and opportunities in the 
universriy between men and women. He was one of the early 
advocates of suffrage for women. 


Of revolution he said: "The right of revolution rests on 


the same basis as the rights of the state itself. It -is simply 
their transfer to a new point, when their oJd point of safe de- 
posit has been lost." 


Of wax he said: "War and deceitful dip-kwnacy, its com- 


panion, have kept back and marred every moral standard within 
the nation. We cannot have one code for foreigners and an- 
other for citizens. The worst crimes will appear and reappear 
in civil life while violence and deceit hold between nations." 


Of the right of the state to command the individual he 


BaM: '<Tf the state infringes or seems to him to infringe on his 
purely personal and spiritual rights he can justiy offer active 
resistance within the law, and passive resistance to the law." 


Of the right to advocate reform he said: "There can be no 


sound and safe statesmanship without a profound reverence for 
the past. On the other hand there can be no reform, no prog- 
ress, no radical movement without a decisive disposition to cast 
the future in a better mould than that of the present.. This is 
the moral temper to which the world owes so much, yet which 
it is so slow to understand." 


Dr. Bascom was president of Wisconsin for fourteen years, 


and during that period no professor, instructor or student was 
ever driven out of Wisconsin University for opinion's sake, nor 
was it considered a proper function of the university to pass 
resolutions of censure on any alomni on account of opinions en- 
tertained. 
\ 


Dr. Bascom was a tree friend of liberty—liberty of thought, 


of speech, and of the press. During the period of his presidency 
Wisconsin won enviable fame as an institution where academic 
freedom was real and absolutely untrammeled.

tirely. that we are dependent upon 
the men sitting around the fire sta- 
tion. We often 
look at them— 


strong, healthy, smiling men—and 
wonder why they don't get a'jo-b and 
go to work. We only do this when 
our brain fatigue is at its maximum 
and we think that the job that we 
have is the 
only one where hard 


work is done. 


. In oar less pessimistic moments 


we pride ourselves upon the 
effi- 


ciency of our fire department. _ We 
like to jjoint out. the 
indffridual 


members of the department and tell 
strangers the brave things that they 
have done. Then we draw, their at- 
tention to the strong men they are 
both physically and mentally. 
We 


have the two combined so our de- 
partment is efficient and we like to 
talk about it. 


Our firemen have homes and fara- , 


ilies. They are able to spend three 
hours each day ct those homes and 
with those families — one hour for 
each meal. 
The other twenty-one 


hours of the day they are .on duty 
at the fire station. For three succes- 
sive days the firemen live in this | 
way. Then en the fourth day they 
have the entire day off—but 
they 


have already worked 
sixty-three 


hours to have the twenty-four hours 
of' freedom.

nine and one-half hours a day. The 
remainder of the twenty-four hours 
js his—to do with it as he pleases.
